Bernard Baruch Makes Plea For Ridding 
World of Fear of Destruction; Severe 
Penalties For Violations Proposed 


NEW YORK, June 14—The United States proposed today to 
outlaw atomic war by placing all “dangerous** atomic activities 
•—eventually including American atom bomb plants—under rn 
global agency backed by iron-clad enforcement powers. 
The United States offered to destroy its supply of atom 
bombs, or hand them over to the international agency, accord* 
ing to terms to be aet forth in a treaty. 
The projected agency, to be established by international 
agreement within the framework of the United Nations, would 
be given a w orld-w ide m onopoly in the atom ic field. 
'I’he U nited S tates proposal was a pica for ridding the w orld 
of fear of atom ic destru ctio n , su b stitu tin g instead faith am ong 
nations. lo do this, the in tern atio n al atom ic control agencv 
w o u ld : 


1. Have certain powers superceding the sovereignty of individual na­ 
tions. 
2. Be empowered to inflict severe penalties upon any nation at the 
slightest indication of intentions of misusing atomic knowledge. % 
3. Be unhampered by the veto power of any nation, regardless of its 
strength.

Secret Creates Terror 
"Science has torn from nature 
a secret so vast in its potentiali­ 
ties that our m 'cds cower from the 
terror it creates," yet “terro r is 
not enough to inhibit the use of 
the atom ic bomb.'’ against which 
he said science can provide no de­ 
fenses. 
"We m ust provide the mecha­ 
nism to assure that atom ic ener­ 
gy Is used for peaceful purposes 
and preclude its use in the w ar,” he 
added. “To that end, we m ust pro­ 
vide 
immediate, swift and 
sure 
punishment of those who violate 
the agreem ents that- are reached 
by the nations, 
"Penalization 
is 
essential 
lf 
peace is to be more than a fever­ 
ish interlude between w ars.” 
Baruch 
said specific 
penalties 
should be fixed for: 


be 


Illegal possession or use of an 
atomic bomb. 
Illegal possession, or separation, 
of atom ic m aterial suitable for 
use in an atomic bomb. 
Seizure of any plant or other 
property belonging to or licensed 
by the atomic development auth­ 
ority. 
Wilful interference with the ac­ 
tivities of the authority. 
"Creation or operation of dan­ 
gerous projects in a m anner con­ 
trary to, or in the absence of, a 
license granted by the internation­ 
al control body.” 
Enforcem ent Up To I N 
Baruch did not specify how' en­ 
forcem ent machinery was to be 
established, but informed sources 
•aid the United States envisages 
lodging this function by interna­ 
tional agreem ent either with the 
UN security council or with a 
■pecially 
created 
agency. 
The 
a t o m i c 
development authority 
would be charged with detecting 
violators, but not with taking pun­ 
itive m easures. 
Baruch said the United States 
cannot be expected to give up its 
atom ic secrets and weapons until 
the proposed plan is in full opera­ 
tion. 
“Let me repeat, so as to avoid 
m isunderstandings.” he said. "My 
country la ready to m ake its full 
contribution tow’ard the end we 
•eek, subject, of course, to our con­ 
stitutional processes and to an 
adequate system of control becom­ 
ing fully effective , . . before a 
country is ready to relinquish any 
winning weapons, it m ust have 
more than words to reassure it.” 
To Give Pp Inform ation 
The United States is prepared 
a t this point, Baruch explained, to 
m ake available to the atom ic en­ 
ergy commission inform ation es­ 
sential to “a reasonable under­ 
standing of the proposals which it 
advocates.” 
F urther disclosures will be made 
to the atom ic development auth­ 
ority when it is set up, and “aa 
the successive stages of interna­ 
tional 
control are reached, 
the 
United States will be prepared to 
yield, to the extent required by 
each stage, national 
control of 
activities in this field to the au th ­ 
ority.” 
Although Baruch did not out­ 
line the steps by which the United 
States hopes to have the 
new 
atomic control system brought in­ 
to existence, official sources said 
It would have to be drawn up in 
treaty form, passed on by the UN 
security council a n i general as­ 
sembly, and then ratified by all 
member states to become effective. 
Thus the U. S. senate would 
h aw to approve by a tw o-thirds 
vote a system of iron-clad safe­ 
guards before this country would I 
be called on to divulge vital secret 
data.

now possess in the UN security 
council must be eliminated so far 
aa the enforcem ent of intern it oral 
atomic controls are concern* I 
‘T here m ust be no veto to pro­

or use atom ic energy for destruc­ 
tive purposes,” he stated, 
"The bomb does not wait upon 
debate. To delay may be to die. 
The time between violation and 
preventative action or punishm ent 
would be all too short for extend­ 


ed discussion of the course to 
followed." 
The Am erican 
proposals were 
expected to be the focal point of 
discussion in the atom ic energy 
commission. They were not pre­ 
viously comm unicated to any of the 
member nations, who were now 
thought likely to bring forward 
their own m odifications or counter­ 
proposals after careful study of 
the U. S. declaration. 
The commission, which includes 
representatives 
of 
all 
security 
council m em bers plus Canada, was 
established by the UN general as­ 
sembly in London last January on 
big three initiative. It was directed 
to devise m ethods 
of 
preventing 
atomic w arfare while encouraging 
the fullest utilization of atomic 
energy' for peaceful purposes. 
The American plan for an atom ­ 
ic development 
authority closely 
followed 
recom m endations 
made 
recently to the U. S. state d epart­ 
ment by an advisory group of sci­ 
entists. engineers and adm inistra­ 
tors headed by form er TV A chair­ 
man David E. Lilienthal. 
Prom ote Benefits 
As described by Baruch, the au­ 
thority 
would not only own 
or 
manage all dangerous atom ic ac­ 
tivities 
including the mining of 
uranium and thorium and opera­ 
tion of plants "producing fission­ 
able m aterials in dangerous quant­ 
ities” 
but would be charged with 
promoting beneficial uses of atom ­ 
ic 
energy 
and 
assum ing 
world 
leadership in atom ic research. 
The authority should have "sole 
and excusive right to conduct re ­ 
search in the field of atom ic ex­ 
plosives.” the United States pro­ 
posed. since superior knowiedge is 
the best m eans of detecting illegal 
attem pts to produce atom ic w ea­ 
pons, 
Baruch said the authority m ight 
"denature” certain m etals which 
are sources of atom ic-energy and 
issue them under license for pri­ 
vate or national use in peaceful 
activities.

Babies Born Prematurely 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN. Mi). 


THE baby born before its nor­ 
mal time has a harder and more 
hazardous struggle for life than 
has the full-term infant. Though 
fully formed, the body of a pre­ 
mature baby is not geared to in­ 
dependent life because it cannot 
perform eft! iently the life-essen­ 
tial tasks of eating, breathing and 
digestion. 
Fortunately, improved methods 
of caring for premature babies 
have been developed and, when 
they are used, many of these little 
lives can be saved. First of all, 
every effort should be made to pre­ 
vent prematurity. This can be dona 
by proper treatment of the mother. 
Develop Toxemia 
Should she develop such a condi­ 
tion as toxemia or poisoning, heart 
disease or some infection such as 
syphilis, proper treatment should 
be carried out at once. It has also 
been shown that the more adequate 
the diet during pregnancy, the less 
likely it is that premature birth 
will occur. 
The more the premature baby 
weighs at the time of birth the bet­ 
ter are the chances of survival. 
Nevertheless, babies weighing un­ 
der two pounds have been saved. 
At birth the premature infant 
tends to have trouble in breathing. 
No matter what the cause of this 
difficulty is, oxygen must be got­ 
ten into the baby’s lungs. First of 


all, the upper breathing passages 
must be cleared of mucui and other 
fluids by gentle suction. 
Some think that it is a good 
plan to put the oxygen into the 
lungs under gentle pressure, care 
being taken so that the lungs are 
not damaged. No drugs have been 
found which seem to stimulate the 
breathing satisfactorily. 
lf the baby is breathing, oxygen 
should be supplied, but it is not 
necessary to use any pressure. 
It is also of great im portant 
that the premature baby be kept 
warm. The premature baby does 
not have the ability to regulate his 
own body temperature and, fur­ 
thermore, heat produced by the 
body is less than normal. The best 
way of preserving the body heat ii 
to put the baby into an incubator, 
if one is available. If not, a heated 
bed may be used. The temperature 
must not be raised too high nor 
too rapidly. 
Other things necessary are to 
prevent hemorrhages by giving 
vitamin K; to prevent infections 
and to make sure that the proper 
food is given. Of course, the best 
food is breast milk. 
Special care for premature ba­ 
bies is often necessary for weeks 
or even months, but it is fully re­ 
warded because once they have de­ 
veloped the power to function nor­ 
mally, they will be as healthy, as 
rosy, as dimpled and cuddly as any 
child born at the normal time.

The elusive grand mufti of 
Jerusalem is on the loose again 
aursd the restive Arab world is 
tense with expectation. 
Haj Amin el Hasweini it either 
a trouble-maker or a shining 
knight of the Arab cause, de­ 
pending on whether you look et 
him from the Arab or outside 
viewpoint. Famous for his exits 
and entrances on the political 
•cene, he has "escaped” from

France and presumably is back 
in the Arab world, ready to 
cause somebody a headache. 
Whether the headache will be 
experienced 
by 
Britain 
and 
France, by Russia or by the 
Jews appears to be anybody's 
guess In the opinion of the Zion­ 
ists, they are the logical victims, 
ainee the deposed mufti is their 
arch-enemy 
Haj Amin is not strictly a re­ 
ligious leader, as he is often de­ 
af ribed The title of mufti in the 
Islamic world pertain* ••nther to 
the legal than to the ecclesiasti­ 
cal aspects of the faith. It Is 
nevertheless a powerful offi e 
and its holder has wide politi­ 
cal influence. 
The grand mufti, who was ra- 
Htfied in office by the British in 
Palestine and deposed by them 
in 1937, is 53 years old, He Is a 
member of the Husseinl clan, one 


most powerful in j 
of the two 
Palestine. 
He wan arrested by the Brit­ 
ish in 1937 when he began work­ 
ing openly for the Axis and Fas­ 
cist 
causes. 
He 
escaped 
and 
after a sojourn in Syria, became 
involved with Raschid AU in the 
pro-Axis revolt in Iraq in 1941. 
When that was put down, he 
fled to Germany and subsequent­ 
ly worked both with Hitler and 
Mussolini. 
The Zionists charge that he 
was partly responsible for the 
massacre of 6,000.000 Jews dur­ 
ing the Nazi-Fascist ascendancy. 
In the course of his work for the 
Axis, he tried to organize a Mos­ 
lem legion against the allies in 
Bosnia, the Mohammedan re­ 
gion of Yugoslavia, 
For the latter activity, Haj 
Amin was indicted by Marshal 
Tito’s Yugoslav regime as a war 
criminal. 
Oddly 
enough, 
the 
charge 
subsequently 
was 
not 
pressed, just as the Brit sh made 
no real effort to bring the mufti 
to the bar as a war criminal. 
Apparently both rides thought it 
expedient not to alienate a large 
body of Arab opinion. 
The present whereabouts of 
Haj Amin his not b'en conclu­ 
sively est; bl shed, guesses rang­ 
ing anywhere from Damascus in 
Syria to French 
U oixco or 


Saudi-Arabia. 
It has been common knowledge 
in the world press for months 
that the grand mufti was pre­ 
paring to leave France and re­ 
turn to his native habitats. He 
was actually treated by France 
more as an honored political ref­ 
ugee than as a prisoner. Britain 
likewise was reluctant to offend 
Arab opinion by demanding his 
formal arrest and trial as a war 
criminal. 
It is charged that his "escape*’ 
was winked at by Britain and 
France, although no one will be 
likely to be able to prove it. 
The Allied motive, it has al­ 
ready been hinted, might be to 
play Haj Amin off against Rus­ 
sian influence In 
the 
Middle 
East, or to strengthen the Arab 
position to such an extent that 
Britain will have an excuse to 
sidestep the promised admission 
of 100,000 Jews into Palestine, 
on the ground that bloody civil 
war would result, 
That. in any event, is the mo­ 
tive alleged by American Zion­ 
ists in display newspaper adver­ 
tisement in New York, calling 
for a mass demonstration in 
Madison 
Square Garden. 
The 
advertisement accused the Brit­ 
ish, French and American gov­ 
ernments of complicity in the 
"escape.”
